To the Inhabitants of the Town of Loudon in the County 
of Merrimack in said State, qualified to vote in Town 
Affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Loudon on Tuesday, the eighth day of March, next, at 
nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following 
subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $2,600.00 for Old Age Assistance. 


4. To see if the town will vote to allow 2% discount 
on all property taxes paid within thirty days after presenta- 
tion of tax bills. 


5. To see if the town will vote to instruct the Selectmen 
to hire money in anticipation of taxes. 


6. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $725.00, the town’s share of necessary funds to 
meet the estimated deficit for 1949 of the Concord Hospital. 


7. To see if the town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to bond the town for the sum of $1,206.00 to complete 
the town’s share of State Road construction from route 
106 to Canterbury line. 


8. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400.00 to exterminate White Pine Blister Rust. 


9. To see if the town will assume some responsibility 
for the care of the neglected cemetery lots within the follow-

ing cemeteries: Loudon Ridge, Loudon Center, Moore 
and Mount Hope. 

10. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money not to exceed $300.00 for the care of 
neglected cemetery lots specified in Article 9. 


11. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for the care and maintenance of the so- 
called Town Cemetery located in the Village on Route 129. 


12. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not exceeding $86.00 (1/100th of one percent of the 
town’s valuation based on the 1948 assessment) to the 
Merrimack Valley Region Association for the purpose of 
publicizing and promoting the natural advantages and 
resources of the town in cooperation with the 37 other 
communities in this Region. 


13. (By request) To see if the town will vote to appro- 
priate a sum of money to assist the American Legion to 
erect a suitable meeting place, and if so, to determine the 
said amount of money. 


14. To transact any other business that may legally come 
before said meeting.

REPORT OF SELECTMEN 


To the Citizens of Loudon: 


Another year has. rolled by bringing with it new faces 
and new problems to our town, together with the prospect 
of further and deeper problems. 

The increasing demands from the higher forms of gov- 
ernment in the nation and the state will make it increas- 
ingly difficult for the individual citizen to meet his financial 
obligations to his town. The increasing demands of the 
citizen on his various forms of government to fill his wants, 
coupled with the decreased purchasing value of our money, 
leave less and less after bills are paid. 


I. Property Revaluation and Equalization. 


According to records your selectmen revalued all real 
estate in Loudon in 1945. Since then, however, many 
changes have taken place in this nation’s economy which 
are being reflected back to the towns. 

Chief among those changes as directly affecting pro- 
perty owners is the tremendous rise in the value of real 
estate and other property. Unquestionably a great deal 
of this rise is due to the inflation at present existing. How- 
ever, it is the belief of the Tax Commission that property 
values are definitely on a higher plane, that although they 
may drop somewhat in the case of a business recession, 
nevertheless they will never return consistently to previous 
levels, and that consequently steps should be taken to re- 
value all real estate, having in mind a general increase in 
value, readjustment of inequalities wherever possible within 
this town, and in general equalizing values within this 
region. 

Last summer an assessor was sent out by the Tax Commis- 
sion to this town for the purpose of looking into the matter. 
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Together with your selectmen he inspected and appraised 
property comprising about 30% of the total town valuation. 
Your selectmen are expected by the Commission to complete 
the job as soon as possible. 


Il. Highways and Bridges. 


This subject is always a very touchy item. A consider- 
able number of complaints are received during the course 
of the year as to conditions in various roads. 

The general rule has been to keep open and in good 
repair the mail and school bus routes and those through 
routes which have the greatest traffic. Every year one piece 
of road should be thoroughly fixed. This past year a part 
of the Riverhill section of the Ridge road, about a mile in 
length, has been fixed through use of T.R.A. funds. That 
part of the town’s road known as the Shaker Road, or the 
road to the Worsted Church, is being rebuilt by State Aid 
and when completed, will form part of the state’s second- 
ary system. | 

Certain portions of road, like the Bear Hill Road into 
Chichester, the Ridge road descending into Route 106, 
the East Concord road, are in very bad condition and re- 
quire far more attention than mere patching here and there. 

A number of small wooden bridges have been eliminated 
by using reinforced concrete culverts which can be in- 
stalled comparatively cheaply. However, there are several 
larger bridges which cannot be replaced by culverts, which 
are gradually disintegrating and which will in the not too 
distant future have to be replaced. 


Ill. Indebtedness 


Since 1946 the town’s indebtedness has been increasing 
very rapidly, due primarily to the purchase of a road grader 
with its equipment and to reconstruction of the road com- 
mencing at Sweatt Hill’s. The fire trucks and the Old 
Stage Road have been paid for and those long term notes 


retired. 
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The present conditions call for retiring $2,000.00 annual- 
ly through 1954; then $1,000.00 through 1956 and $500.00 
melO57: 

IV. Schools and School Equipment. 


At various times during the past years the matter of . 
school buildings and equipment has been brought up for 
discussion by the school district. 

Your selectmen, as taxpayers themselves, as folk having 
or having had children in our town schools, as citizens 
having the best interests of the town at heart, realize the 
gradual deterioration of your school buildings, the growing 
inadequacy of the schooling, the cost of transportation of 
pupils, the increased maintenance of roads required for 
said transportation, and consequently ask you to come to 
all these discussions with an open mind and in expressing 
your opinions give us all the benefit of your wisdom and 
experience. We are faced with a very serious situation, 
one not to be faced lightly.

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LOUDON FIRE DEPARTMENT 


This department is coming to be relied upon more and 
more. This is good and as it should be. As calls are placed 
more quickly it is possible to put suppression tactics into 
Operation at an early moment when they are the most 
effective. 


Shortly after the last Town Meeting the portable pump, 
authorized for purchase at that time, was put into service. 
Already it has been used to good advantage and proves to 
be a valuable addition to the equipment. 


The coats and boots, purchased with the money raised 
thru popular subscription and several that the men bought 
for themselves, are proving a wonderful boon in time of 
need. They are the first things put to use as the men answer 
an alarm and they state that they do not know how they 
ever managed without them. Equally important are the 
helmets purchased by the Ladies’ Auxiliary, these not only 
afford protection against physical danger such as falling 
debris, bricks, glass, and so forth but also shed water from 
heads and shoulders and act as shields against excessive heat. 
More of all three are urgently needed. 


Radio equipment has been installed in both trucks mak- 
ing it possible to now carry on two way communication 
between the trucks, Chief’s car, and the main, home station. 
Over and over again this equipment proves its worth. It is 
also, according to the listing of the Fire Underwriters, 
entering into the consideration of another lowering of 
Insurance rates over a larger area than ever before. These 
installations are not involving public funds. 


A fire alarm system has been placed in active use in the 
Village. Tho not, as yet, completed it is expected to be 
early in the spring. This has been done by the Association 
Members themselves. The main equipment was _pur- 
chased from surplus properties and various essential ma- 
terials gleaned from many sources friendly to the depart- 
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ment. If purchased and installed from usual channels it 
would have cost many thousands of dollars. As time goes 
on lines may be extended from the main installation and 
coverage extended over ever increasing areas. 


The Ladies Auxiliary deserves all possible praise and 
credit for performing splendid service. They are always 
able and ready to take over the communication and coordin- 
ating services during every alarm. Their coffee and lunches 
are ever welcome during and after the cold shivering jobs of 
fire fighting. 


The department was called out an even forty times during 
1948. ‘They list as follows — Chimneys 16. Buildings 5. 
Grass 6. Brush 3. Out of town 2. Automobiles 1. Rubbish 
1. Misc. 6. 


Let’s make every week ‘Fire Prevention Week’ but if 
needed we are as always — twenty four hours of every day 
— at your service.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Loudon School 
District: 


I herewith submit my annual report as your Superinten- 
dent of Schools. 


Trying times in education are still with us as they have 
been for the many past years. Today there are many im- 
pacts being made upon the people which have not been 
made in the past. We must, therefore, be on the alert to 
provide our boys and girls, who will be the men and women 
of tomorrow with the necessary tools of learning in order 
that they might be able to take their rightful place in 
society. During the past year you have done a commendable 
job in improving the opportunities of your children. It is 
my hope that this may be continued in future years. 


At a recent conference held at the White House on 
Rural Education the following statement was made: “Every 
rural child has the right to attend school in a satisfactory, 
modern building. The building should be attractive, clean, 
sanitary, safe, equipped with materials and apparatus essen- 
tial to the best teaching, planned as a community center, and 
surrounded by ample space for playgrounds, gardens, land- 
scaping and beautification.” Analyzing this statement with 
respect to the school buildings of Loudon we can only 
reach the conclusion that our boys and girls are not en- 
joying a right that is theirs. It is my hope that the day 
is not too far in the distance when they will be enjoying 
this right. The problem of construction is still with us 
and you, again, will have the opportunity of accepting or 
rejecting the proposal of bonding the district for the con- 
struction of the addition at the Village School. All indi- 
cations point to the fact that Federal Aid for schoolhouse 
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construction will be available. If this is a reality the total 
cost of the building for Loudon will be reduced materially. 
The voters should not allow the opportunity to pass when, 
and if, the aid is forthcoming. The plans for your build- 
ing are completed and the specifications are drawn. The 
machinery is in operation for the actual construction and 
is only waiting your approval of the bond issue. Will you 
fail your boys and girls again? 


The education of your boys and girls has been done ex- 
ceptionally well in spite of many handicaps. The personnel 
has done a commendable job and we were most fortunate 
in being able to find the excellent replacements for the 
teachers lost last June. It is my hope that we can continue 
to keep them on the job for future years. However, with the 
salaries and working conditions in other districts being 
better than ours there is always the possibility that we will 
lose them. In order that we don’t I hope that you will 
make available sufficient funds to pay them a wage which 
will tend to keep them in Loudon. 


The move of having all of our seventh and eighth grade 
pupils in one building has shown more evidence of being 
very wise. Reports from the Headmasters of the receiving 
high schools have been very favorable on the pupils re- 
ceived from the Loudon Schools. With very few exceptions 
they are casting good reflections for the schools of our town. 
Let us hope that they continue in this excellent manner. 
We, in the schools, are doing all in our power to improve 
their offerings and the facilities with which they have to 
work. 


As you will note from the School Board’s Budget the cost 
of high school tuition is increasing. ‘The costs will con- 
tinue to rise with the years. At the present time there has 
been introduced a bill in the legislature to allow districts 
maintaining high schools to charge the actual cost of high 
school as tuition. If passed it will mean that Loudon will 
be paying tuition in the neighborhood of $200 yearly. In 
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fact, the new foundation program for State Aid figures the 
actual cost to be $225. In view of the increasing enrollment 
of the districts maintaining high schools the time may 
come when they will not be able to handle the boys and 
girls of Loudon and will so inform us. In order that Lou- 
don be insured of having a high school for their pupils 
it would be well to consider a plan of forming a Cooperative 
School District for high school purposes. Since it appears 
that we are going to have to pay our share of the cost of 
the high school program of the receiving district we ought 
to have something to say in the formulation of policies and 
school offerings. We do not have that now and can only 
get it by the means of a Cooperative District. I recommend 
that you give this idea some thought for future action. 


The temporary relief obtained in our schools when we 
opened the Yellow School has now reached its peak. ‘The 
Village Primary room, to the present, has had an enrollment 
of 40 pupils, the grammar room is well over 30, the Pearl 
and the White Schools are housing more pupils than they 
were constructed to handle. It is time we made another 
move to ease the housing situation. Expected enrollment 
at the Yellow School for the school year 1949-50 is 42 pupils. 
This is far in excess of the best arrangement for pupils 
in that age group. It will mean that desks will extend 
from wall to wall for the coming year and will leave little, 
if any, space for carrying out the necessary activities of a 
Junior High Program. The Village Primary room will 
again be taxed if the census figures are any indication of the 
numbers to enter next year. We must make some plans 
to care for our youth. Of course a new building would 
be the best answer. However, if the District feels that they 
cannot build at this time we should explore the possibility 
of sending our seventh and eighth grade pupils to some 
school that could house them and take care of grades one 
through six in Loudon. This may not meet with the ap- 
proval of the District but the fact remains that we have 
the children and they must be taken care of somehow. 
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I hope that a satisfactory solution can be reached in order 
that we give to your boys and girls those opportunities 
that are rightfully theirs. 


I wish to express my appreciation to the Board, teachers 
and citizens of the District who have cooperated in making 
the improvements in the education of your children. I 
hope that this spirit of cooperation will continue to be 
with us for years to come.
